Regarding claim 1, the cited prior arts, either alone or in combination, fail to teach that 
the first antenna, the second antenna and the apparatus are integrated onto an expansion card, 
which is detachably coupled to internal components of the system, in combination with all of 



other limitations in the claim. 
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Claims 2-9, 11-15 depend on claim 1. Thus, they are allowable. 

Regarding claim 16, the cited prior arts, either alone or in combination, fail to teach an 
apparatus comprising a plurality of elements arranged between the pair of antennas, with a center 
of the apparatus at a position of maximum electromagnetic energy, in combination with all of 
other limitations in the claim. 

Claims 17-20, 23-24 depend on claim 16. Thus, they are allowable.
